Soviet Air 
Onslaught on 
Sebastopol 


HE Red Air Force reported 
last night one of the heaviest 
bomber attacks on the German 

garrison in Sebastopol. 

German and Rumanian troops, it 
was Officially announced, suffered 
heavy losses when large forces of 
aircraft bombed the city during 
Wednesday-Thursday night. i 

North of the town, where 
German guns cover the Severnaya 
Bay, a large number of artillery 
batteries was silenced, and ten 
fires, accompanied by numerous 
explosions, were started in the area 
of military dumps and the railway 
junction. 

According to German accounts, 
Red Army preparations for a 
great offensive in the Sebas- 
topol area are proceeding 


rapidly. : 

The land front, the Soviet com- 
muniqué indicated, has for a fort- 
night now seen “no material 
change,” but correspondents in 
Moscow report that the Germans 
are’ suffering losses in the un- 
officially recorded local clashes 
fought out day and night in 
the Carpathian foothills and near 
the Rumanian town of Jassy. 
Although these sharp local engage- 
ments are not mentioned in Soviet 
communiqués, the battlefields are 
strewn with wrecked tanks, burnt- 
out lorries and shattered guns. 
Soviet troops have penetrated deep 
into the foothills and along the 
valleys and tracks leading to the 
main passes.—(Reuter.)

CHEMIST’S EVIDENCE IN 
LEHMAN MURDER © 


James Herbert Lehman (39), 
. alias McCague, of potassium 
cyanide was given in the Dublin 
istrict Court, when the hearing 
was resumed yesterday of the case 
in which Lehman is char with 
the murder of his wife, Margaret 
Lehman, by cyanide poisoning at 
their residence in Leinster road, 
Rathmines, on March 19th last. 

Sean Gilsenan, pharmaceutical 
chemist, 220 Lr. Rathmines foad, 
said that in January last he lent 
Lehman a baby scales, Some weeks 
later he had a conversation with 
Lehman, who told him that a baby 
food, business, which he was run- 
ning at Ranelagh, was not a 
success, and that he was thinking. 
of closing it and going into the 
cofiee business. Some days after, 
he went to Lehman’s shop, which 
was called “Sister Ann’s Baby 
Saloon,” and purchased some of the 
stock. -On that occasion Lehman 
said he had a pension of £23 10s. 
a month from the Canadian Army. 

On March 4th Lehman came into 
his shop and said that his coffee 
business was progressing well, and 
that he would like to get potassium 
cyanide for testing coffee, as nowa- 
days it was diluted and mixed with 
other things. 

“I told him how dangerous the 
cyanides were,” said Mr. Gilsenan, 
“and Lehman said he had seen 
them used before. On several 
occasions subsequently Lehman 
came in asking for the cyanide, but 
there was none in stock. On March 
8th, at 10 o'clock, Ghortly before I 
was going to Mass, Lehman called 
and asked if I had ‘got that yet.’ 
I replied * Yes.’ I then went to the 
poison locker and took out a large 
crystal, weighing 2+ grammes, and 

ut 1t on a paper. I told Lehman 
it would be enough for him for the 
time being, as only a small quantity 
was used at a time. Lehman re- 
plied, ' That will be all right.’” 


CRYSTAL SUPPLIED 
Mr. Gilsenan, continuing, said 


that his assistant, Mr. Morrin, put 


the crystal into a dark-coloured 
bottle, labelled it and handed it to 
Lehmann, saying the price would be 
sixpence. As he was in a hurry to 
get to Mass, he left, Lehman 
pecomipany its him as far as the 
Town Hail, saying he was on his 
way to his business place in 
Ranelagh. “

Benedetto Croce, Minister with- 
out Portfolio and Liberal leader, 
whom the Prince visited early this 
week, has expressed his strong 
indignation that the Prince did not 
tell him about what he had said to 
The Times. ‘Their conversation, 
Croce indicated, would have taken 
a different turn had he known the 
Prince had conimitted himself to 
statements~ which the senator 
described as untrue and unworthy. 


“ UNTRUTH ” 


Senator Croce told Reuter’s cor- 
respondent: “I cannot but judge 
the Prince’s statements very 
severely. Their untruth fills me 
with indignation. The Prince 
argues that the Italian Bi en- 
dorsed the-war against Britain and 
France, and the King merely fell 
in with.the people’s desire. In 
reality, there was widely diffused 
horror in Italy at an event which 
was felt as a crime and a national 
disgrace.” 

“The truth is,” said Senator 
Croce, “the whole. war guilt falls 
on Mussolini and, through him, on 
the King.” , 

In an interview with The Times 
on April 19th, Umberto, excusing 
his father: for not having sought 
to prevent Mussolini from declar- 
ing war against Britain and France, 
said: “ Had he attempted to resist 
Mussolini, it would have brought 
the Germans down on us. The 
linking up of Fascism with Nazism 
made .any other course out of the 
question. ' He also declared that 
““ cstensibly,.- Mussolini had the 
country with him.”—({Reuter.)

Debenture stock mainly—<£5,000.

Dur- 
ing September and October it 
would seem that you purchased 
another £17,000 Preference?

OPTIMISTIC SPEECH 


Azked why he had switched over 
from Guaranteed to Preference, 
witness said his only reason was 
that he thought the Preference 
better buying at the existing prices. 
After Mr. Reynolds’ speech at the 
annual meeting in March, 1943, 
there was a considerable drop in the 
price of stocks, a very considerable 
drop in the price of Guaranteed. 
He bought Guarantéed because he 
thought they were the best value 
for the money at that time. The 
market was very slack from March 
till June, but he continued to buy 
because he did not hold the 
common opinion. 

Chairman—Had you any in- 
formation?—None of any kind out- 
side the Chairman’s speech at the 
annual general meeting. Was that 
not a very depressing speech?—In 
my view, it was a very optimistic 
speech; i thought so then, and I 
think so still, ; 

Mr. O'Hanlon said that in his 
statement the Chairman had said:

Government in London; and it is 
almost certain that the problem 
of future oil supplies was. not 
ignored, There are three major 
sources of oil in the world. One 
is in the Caribbean area, con- 
trolled exclusively by the United 
States; the second is in the East 
Indies; where, in“normal times, 
American, British and Dutch 
interests were predominant; the 
third is in the Middle East, from 
Baku to the Persian Gulf, and 
including the vast district of 
Saudi Arabia. Here British and 
American interests may be said 
to be almost equally divided, 
although, on balance, British 
capital probably has a slight 
advantage. Since the outbreak 
of the present war, petroleum 
interests in the United States have 
been expressing growing concern 
in regard to future supplies. It 
seems that the resources of the 
Caribbean area are not inex- 
haustible. The demands which 
have been made upon them 
during the last few years have 
been abnormally high; and an 
American senator announced 
bluntly some little time ago that 
the United States would not be 
able to “oil” another war. In 
these circumstances, it is not 
unnatural that the American 
Government shoild be anxious to 
improve its position in the 
world’s other oilfields. MR. Harold 
Ickes, of the American Petroleum 
Reserves Corporation, has 
American 


advice, and with the full approval 
of the oil companies involved, 
proposes to build a colossal pipe- 
line stretching for a thousand 
miles, and costing between thirty 
and forty million pounds, from 
the Persian Gulf to, the Mediter- 
ranean. It appears that, at the 
present time, the. western hemi- 
sphere actually is supplying no 
less than 88 per cent. of the total 
oil requirements of the United 
Nations. The strain. thus imposed 


x4 | upon American oil resources is so 


great that the Washington 
Government, as well as the com- 
mercial oil interests in the United 
States, is deterrhined to take out 
a comprehensive insurance policy 
for the future. 

Certainly, to the layman, the 
consumption of oil of all kinds 
during the present war is stupen- 
dous. In a recent speech at 
Birmingham, Mr. Geoffrey Lloyd, 
Chairman of the British Oil 
Control Board, stated that the 
consumption of high octane spirit 
had increased since the early 
months of the struggle by no less 
than 30,000 per cent., and that 
the British and American air 
fleets based on the United King- 
dom were consuming in. twelve 
days as much fuel as had been 
used by the Royal Air Force in 
the whole twelve months of 1940, 
the year in which the Battle 
of Britain was fought. Last 
November, for example, ‘when 
Wilhelmshaven and Diisseldorf 
were attacked, the British and 
American aircraft’ used some 
5,000,000 gallons of aviation spirit 
in twenty-four hours. These figures 
of course, apply only to the Allied 
air fleets in Great Britain. The 
British and Americans also have 
substantial air forces in the 
Mediterranean, in India, and in 
the Pacific Ocean. The total con- 
sumption of petrol and oil, there- 
fore, must be staggering;. and 
when one remembers that the 
British, Americans and Russians 
control between them the bulk: of 


the world’s oil resources, it is 


almost impossible to understand 
how the Germans, who depend so 
largely on synthetic supplies, have 
been able to maintain such an 
exceedingly high rate of con- 
sumption. Of course, in all these 
discussions about oil, one fact 
generally is forgotten. Through- 
out the world, even in the United 
States, private motoring has been 
virtually brought to an end. 
Doubtless the air forces armies 
and navies of the belligerents— 
including, by the way, Japan, with 
no oil resources of her own—are 
using far more petroleum of every 
kind than is used in peace-time; 
but when this war is over, it is 
quite certain that there will be a 
vast increase not only in private 
motoring, but also in commercial 
and private aviation, For that 
reason, it .behoves the Govern- 
ments of Great 
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building trade. 
Portal: gave details of such a 
house, which has been approved 
by the Government, “The walls, 


roof and ceiling ure made of 


pressed steel, and the inside lining 
of plywood; the insulation is 
made of aluminium foil, and the 
walls: and roof are sprayed with 
asbestos on the inside. The cost 
of the house itself will be about 
£450, including drainage, gas and 
electricity services. Another £100 
will be added to the final cost, 
however, by the inclusion of 
certain fittings, such as a kitchen 
unit made of pressed steel, and a 
refrigerator. This last point is of 
particular interest. Whatever else 
they would have accomplished by 
these houses, said Lord Portal, 
they would have initiated and 
popularised a type of fittings 
which he thought in time would 
be incorporated in all permanent 
houses in the country. The pro- 
duction of standardised fittings at 
a low rate for all dwellings is, of 
course, part of the idea of pre- 
fabrication, but a part to which 
not even the crustiest conservative 
can object. It is a practical way 
of improving all-round housing 
conditions, Lord Portal was very 
right to add that “by including 
these fittings, the Government 
would have set an example for 
which in years to come many 
young people would be grateful.”

Ulster Plantation : 
A colony in: New Zealand of 
Irish interest is the famous Ulster 
settlement at Kati Kati, which pre- 
serves its individuality to-day to a 
degree very rare amid the swift 
changes of overseas life.

Strange Grave 

In Mount Jerome there is a 
mausoleum, about six feet in height, 
with a marble figure of a huge dog 
on top of it. The dog crouches on 
a garment that looks like a cloak. 
He glares up at something that 
threatens him. - His paw is laid on 
a floppy, wide-brimmed hat. 

At one end ofsthe mausoleum an 
oblong of frosted glass is let into the 
stone. At the other are two iron 
doors, painted green and white. 

These doors are perforated. If 
you look oer them you see the 
reverse side of the frosted glass. 
On the glass are four painted 
panels,.. with. the - light. shining 
through them, giving a glow to the 
interior of the tomb. 


Dog on a Coffin 

The top panel is a crest, formed 
of the heads of four savage dogs. 
Below the crest is the motto: “ Non 
Immemor Pencivit.” 

In the.second panel is a dog, 
seated upon a coffin, looking up at 
an inscription which runs: “The 
cares of the world affect them not. 
They sleep the sleep of death.” 

The third panel is all lettering. 
It says: “The rich and the poor, 
the young, the old, partake the same 
repose,” 

The lowest panel contains the 
grey figure of a woman, reclining, 
perhaps in death, upon a stone 
couch. : 

There are many a things 
about this tomb, including the fact 
that nobody knows anything of its 
history. The motto: “ Non 
Immemor Pencivit,”: is said to be 
untranslatable. “ Pencivit,” or any- 
thing like it, is unknown in Latin— 
or at least; to as many scholars as 
I have found. 

The dog that sits upon the coffin 
in the second panel is a plump, 
spaniel-like creature, quite unlike 
the bloodthirsty hounds in the crest, 
or the other animal above.

I.A.0.S. PROBLEMS 


COULD DO MORE IF FREE 


Dealing with the problem of! 
credit at the annual meeting 
of the Irish Agricultural 
Organisation Society, held at 
Plunkett House, Merrion square, 
Dublin, yesterday, the Rev. E. J. 
Coyne, S.J., expressed the view that 
the Co-Operative Wholesale Bank 
in England might come to their aid. 
He felt that co-operative societies - 
were more credit-worthy than 
normal borrowers, and should, 
therefore, get special treatment. He 
had approached the Irish Banks’ 
Standing Committee, but the 
bankers would not change their rate 
of interest. There was a soluti-n, 
and the accountant was going into 
the whole. question. 

In moving the adoption of the 
report and statement of accounts. 
the Chairman "said that they 
were looking forward to the time 
when the Government's grant-in-aid 
would no lon be required. That 
would mean that the societies would 
have to treble their subscriptions. 
The movement could do a ‘great 
deal more if it were independent. 
They had a membership of ‘00,000. 
which meant approximately that one 
farmer in every three was a member 
of that movement. : 

Senator McCabe said that 
more than 75 per cent. of the 
creameries of the country were in a 
precarious gi owing to lack 
of fuel and lubricating oil.
